GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Through  the  Evening  Tutorial  Classes,  the  Division  of  University  Extension 
provides  a programme  of  continuing  studies  in  the  liberal  arts,  in  international 
relationships,  and  in  socio-economic  problems  for  those  who  wish  to  under- 
take planned  leisure-time  courses.  Refresher  courses  for  professional  groups  are 
arranged  on  request. 

The  content  of  each  course  is  given  in  this  brochure.  Students  are  asked  to 
read  carefully  the  paragraphs  under  the  heading,  General  Information,  before 
registering  for  a course. 

REGISTRATION: 

Students  may  register  by  mail,  or  by  visiting  the  Division  of  University 
Extension  at  65  St.  George  Street,  Room  109,  after  September  1st,  between 
9 a.m.  and  5 p.m.,  except  Saturdays.  From  September  13-16  (inclusive)  the 
office  will  be  open  until  6 p.m. 

EVENING  REGISTRATION  AND  COUNSELLING  will  be  held  in  the 
Wallberg  Building  (corner  of  St.  George  and  College  Streets)  on  the  following 
evenings : 

Monday— September  12th,  7:30—9  p.m. 

Monday— September  19th,  7:30—9  p.m. 

The  number  who  can  be  admitted  to  some  classes  is  limited  and  when  the 
maximum  enrolment  has  been  reached,  no  more  applications  will  be  accepted 
for  these  classes  unless  the  number  warrants  forming  additional  classes. 

A class  in  most  of  the  subjects  listed  is  organized  when  30  students  have 
enrolled;  courses  that  are  primarily  lecture  courses  have  no  maximum  limit; 
courses  that  can  be  conducted  successfully  only  on  the  basis  of  a small  enrol- 
ment will  be  limited  in  size. 

Students  must  show  admission  slips  (receipt  for  fees  paid)  at  each  lecture, 
before  entering  the  classroom. 

FEES: 

Fees  are  payable  in  advance,  and  cheques,  made  payable  to  the  University 
of  Toronto,  should  be  at  par  in  Toronto.  Applicants  should  use  the  forms 
provided  with  this  syllabus,  and  should  send  them  in,  with  fees,  during 
September.  More  application  forms  may  be  obtained  on  request.  Should  a 
class  not  be  organized  due  to  insufficient  enrolment,  the  full  fee  will  be  re- 
funded. When  the  enrolment  is  large,  it  will  not  be  possible  to  admit  occasional 
students  to  a class  or  classes. 

For  fees  for  married  couples,  see  rate  given  under  description  of  each  course. 

WITHDRAWALS  AND  REFUNDS: 

The  office  must  be  notified  in  writing  or  in  person  of  a student’s  withdrawal 
and  of  the  reason  for  his  withdrawal.  A student  is  held  responsible  for  all 
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courses  in  which  he  registers  unless  he  officially  withdraws.  Merely  ceasing  to 
attend  class  does  not  constitute  official  withdrawal.  Refunds  may  be  made 
only  if  they  are  requested  before  the  second  lecture  of  the  course  is  given. 
Allowances  cannot  be  made  for  a change  of  personal  plans  or  for  additional 
commitments  which  a student  may  accept  after  arranging  his  course  schedule. 

Because  of  the  cost  of  making  adjustments,  a charge  of  $5.00  is  made  for 
each  refund.  REQUESTS  FOR  REFUNDS  MUST  BE  ACCOMPANIED  BY 
ADMIT-TO-LECTURE  CARDS.

LECTURE  ROOMS: 

Most  of  the  Evening  Tutorial  Classes  meet  in  University  College,  which  is 
situated  north  of  the  campus  at  the  head  of  King’s  College  Road.  University 
College  may  also  be  reached  by  Taddle  Creek  Road  and  by  Wellesley  Street, 
as  well  as  by  walking  south  from  the  bus  stop  on  Hoskin  Avenue.  Students 
enter  University  College  by  the  south  doorway.

NO  LECTURES  WILL  BE  HELD  ON  THANKSGIVING  DAY,  MONDAY, 
OCTOBER  10th. 
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AMONG  THE  STARS 

This  is  a survey  course  of  a popular  nature  for  which  no  mathematical 
knowledge  is  required.  It  is  designed  to  provide  the  ordinary  person  on  the 
threshold  of  the  Space  Age  with  a knowledge  of  what  lies  beyond  his  own 
planet.  The  aims  and  achievements  of  modern  astronomy  will  be  presented. 
The  course  will  be  partly  descriptive  but  it  also  will  aim  to  give  an  under- 
standing of  how  man  has  acquired  his  knowledge  and  what  forces  are  at  work 
in  shaping  the  universe.  There  will  be  a visit  to  the  David  Dunlap  Observatory 
and  its  new  radioastronomy  equipment,  and  observations  with  the  great 
telescope  will  be  arranged.

ANTHROPOLOGY  (A)— THE  STUDY  OF  MAN 

This  course  seeks  to  highlight  the  problems  of  anthropology  as  they  are 
encountered  in  the  study  and  development  of  man  as  a species  and  as  a normal 
human  being.  In  so  far  as  man  is  a biological,  psychological  and  social  being, 
anthropology  attempts  to  view  human  behaviour  in  the  light  of  his  evolution, 
the  physical  body  with  which  he  faces  the  world,  the  raw  materials  and  tools 
he  possesses  which  have  become  part  of  his  social  heritage,  and  the  social 
techniques  and  controls  which  allow  him  to  cope  with  the  problem  of  living. 
Despite  the  evolutionary,  historical  and  developmental  point  of  view  taken  in 
this  course,  the  point  of  reference  is  always,  “What  does  this  mean  for  us 
today?”  Illustrative  material  is  drawn  from  our  knowledge  of  pre-literate 
societies,  both  modern  and  prehistoric.

ANTHROPOLOGY  (B)— 
UNDERSTANDING  THE  WAYS  OF  MAN 

This  is  a course  in  social  anthropology.  It  is  designed  to  provide  a general 
introduction  to  the  ways  in  which  man  organizes  his  social  relations.  Examples 
illustrating  the  nature  of  human  social  life  are  drawn  from  anthropological 
studies  of  non-European  peoples.  The  major  objective  is  to  provide  a compara- 
tive picture  of  the  workings  of  our  society  against  a background  of  the  ways 
of  life  of  other  peoples.  In  developing  this  theme  we  will  consider  how  the 
anthropologist  views  human  behavior,  how  he  classifies  it  for  study  purposes, 
how  people  grow  up  in  different  societies,  how  they  organize  their  social 
relations,  how  ways  of  life  change  through  time,  the  problems  and  conflicts 
which  people  experience  in  the  process  of  living  together,  and  lastly  three 
different  ways  in  which  non-European  cultures  are  organized.  Twenty  lectures.

ART  OF  SPEECH 

This  course  is  for  women  only;  a practical  course  in  various  phases  of  the 
spoken  word;  different  forms  of  public  speaking;  introducing,  thanking  speakers, 
etc.;  the  architecture  of  speech,  and  the  conduct  of  meetings.  Special  attention 
to  impromptu  speech,  the  art  of  conversation  to  improve  relations  and  enable 
students  to  understand  and  meet  their  various  speech  situations  fearlessly.  As 
we  learn  chiefly  by  “doing”,  every  phase  of  the  work  is  translated  into  action 
by  class.  Emphasis  on  building  better  vocabularies,  music  of  language,  interpre- 
tation of  various  forms  of  literature— poetry,  choral  speaking,  dramatizing 
conversations,  skits,  original  monologues— possibly  scenes  from  plays,  voice 
training,  diaphragmatic  breathing,  range,  resonance,  projection  of  voice.  Posture 
—physical  exercises,  relaxation.  Each  student  is  helped  to  discover  her  aptitudes, 
and  is  encouraged  to  do  solo  work  in  accordance  with  her  needs,  for  construc- 
tive criticism  and  analysis  and  to  choose  her  own  homework.  To  train  mind, 
voice  and  body  to  work  in  harmony,  and  to  develop  poise  are  primary 
objectives.  Applicants  must  be  women  over  twenty  years  of  age.  The  lecturer 
is  Consultant  and  Instructor  in  Speech  Arts  for  a number  of  organizations.

Class  III  is  for  those  who  have  had  three  years  of  High  School  French  or 
the  equivalent.  The  primary  objective  is  the  development  of  facility  in 
conversation,  especially  in  such  fields  as  current  events,  travel,  and  daily  life. 
The  course  comprises  a review  of  principles  of  grammar  and  pronunciation, 
free  conversation,  the  drafting  of  simple  business  letters  and  social  notes,  and 
the  reading  aloud  of  selections  from  French  newspapers,  plays  and  short  stories. 
This  may  be  supplemented  by  phonograph  and  tape  recordings,  etc.  In  the 
second  term,  members  of  the  class  who  wish  to  speak  very  briefly  on  subjects 
of  their  own  choosing  are  encouraged  to  do  so. 

Class  IV  is  for  those  who  have  a sound  grounding  in  grammar  and  who  have 
completed  the  Secondary  School  French  or  have  taken  the  French  III  Evening 
Class.  The  course  is  primarily  conversational,  and  more  advanced  than  Class 
III.  Short  talks  are  given  by  those  proficient  enough,  and  discussions  and 
games  of  a nature  to  promote  facility  in  speaking  are  also  arranged.  Slides  may 
be  shown  and  commentaries  in  French  given. 

Class  V is  for  advanced  students  and  those  who  have  sufficient  proficiency 
in  the  language  to  participate  actively.  The  class  will  be  conducted  entirely 
in  the  French  language.

INTRODUCTION  TO  MEDICAL  MICROBIOLOGY 

This  course  of  twenty  lectures  and  laboratory  periods  will  deal  with  the 
causes  of  infectious  diseases  in  man.  The  course  is  of  an  introductory  nature 
and  no  previous  knowledge  of  microbiology  is  required.  It  is  designed  to 
interest  members  of  the  public,  and  the  following  special  groups— school 
teachers,  parents  and  others  concerned  with  the  health  of  children,  nurses  and 
nursing  aides,  laboratory  technicians,  workers  in  food  manufacture,  pro- 
cessing, and  distribution,  the  pharmaceutical  industry,  the  dairy  industry,  and 
others  whose  duties  involve  a knowledge  of  the  processes  of  infection  by 
bacteria,  moulds,  yeasts,  fungi  and  viruses. 

Included  in  the  Course  will  be  the  history  of  microbiology  and  the  general 
characters  of  microbes  causing  disease  in  man.  Brief  descriptions  of  the  more 
common  microbes  infecting  man  will  be  made. 

The  laboratory  periods  will  follow  the  lecture  periods  and  will  introduce 
the  students  to  the  tests  employed  in  the  study  of  microbes  in  the  laboratory.

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LIFE  IN  ANCIENT  EGPYT 
as  revealed  in  the  Museum’s  Egyptian  Galleries 

Egypt  is  one  of  the  earliest  known  centres  of  civilization.  Almost  nothing 
from  the  living  sites  of  the  ancient!  Egyptians  has  survived.  Yet  their  fantasti- 
cally elaborate  funeral  customs,  which  included  burial  of  objects  used  during 
life  and  lively  pictures  for  the  tombs  of  the  wealthy,  have  left  an  unrivalled 
record  of  the  daily  activities  and  material  achievements  of  three  to  five 
thousand  years  ago.  For  this  unwritten  record  perishable  materials  have  been 
miraculously  preserved  by  the  dry  climate,  and  ancient  writing  on  papyrus 
and  stone  has  provided  the  historical  background. 

The  Museum’s  Egyptian  collection  possesses  many  outstanding  pieces  of 
sculpture,  but  its  special  value  lies  in  illustrating  the  distant  origins  of  crafts 
and  customs  still  in  use  today.  The  course  will  touch  upon  ancient  Egypt’s 
connections  with  the  Bible.  Some  of  the  special  problems  of  building,  caring 
for  and  interpreting  the  collection  will  also  be  mentioned.  Since  it  is  planned 
as  a series  of  informal  gallery  talks  this  course  must  be  restricted  to  an  en- 
rolment of  twenty-five.

Students  in  this  course  get  a general  survey  of  the  market  for  free-lance 
writing  in  Canada,  for  specific  analysis  is  made  of  a wide  variety  of  Canadian 
publications.  A limited  number  of  writing  assignments  with  individual  criticism 
will  supply  practical  training.

MAN  S DISCOVERY  OF  THE  PHYSICAL  WORLD 

“Science  nowadays  constitutes  one  of  the  very  few  bases  of  agreement  among 
the  peoples  of  the  civilized  world.”  Sir  Eric  Ashby. 

This  course  does  not  require  any  previous  knowledge  or  training  in  chemistry 
or  physics.  It  is  essentially  a story  of  man’s  achievements  in  discovering  the 
nature  of  substances,  from  the  early  observations  of  the  Egyptians  and  Baby- 
lonians, and  the  speculations  of  the  Greeks,  to  the  modern  discoveries  in 
nuclear  energy  and  in  the  substances  that  make  up  living  things.  Contrary  to 
popular  belief,  most  of  the  basic  knowledge  of  the  nature  of  matter  need  not 
be  put  into  a complicated  mathematical  garb.  For  example,  the  mathematics 
of  chemical  formulas  is  simple  arithmetic.  The  structure  of  the  atom  can  be 
described  by  an  analogy  with  our  solar  system.  The  names  used  in  describing 
the  nature  of  X-rays,  of  radioactivity,  and  of  the  substances  of  living  matter 
have  become  part  of  our  everyday  reading.  The  course  will  be  illustrated  with 
popular  lecture  table  demonstrations.

INTRODUCTION  TO  LOGIC  AND  SCIENTIFIC  METHODS 

This  introductory  course  is  designed  to  give  an  understanding  of  the  nature 
of  logical  thinking.  It  will  help  the  student  to  improve  his  powers  of  cogent 
reasoning  and  enable  him  to  recognize  the  difference  between  good  and  bad 
evidence.  It  will  help  him  to  see  the  difference  between  persuasion  through 
various  psychological  means,  and  rational  conviction  through  evidence  and 
logical  reasoning.  It  will  enable  him  to  develop  a critical  attitude  toward  the 
assumptions  and  presuppositions  which  form  the  premises  of  his  own  and 
others’  arguments  in  such  fields  as  ethics,  politics  and  other  social  sciences, 
where  the  facts  are  not  fully  verified  but  contain  elements  of  tradition, 
preference,  and  evaluation.  It  should  make  him  conscious  of  the  ambiguity  of 
words,  and  the  various  functions  of  language. 

It  will  serve  as  an  introduction  to  the  main  principles  and  methods  of 
scientific  procedure,  such  as  care  in  observation,  the  uses  of  hypotheses,  and 
verification.

AN  INTRODUCTION  TO  VIRUSES  AND  VIRUS  DISEASES 

A Course  of  Twenty  Lectures  and  Laboratory  Demonstrations 

This  course  of  twenty  lectures  and  laboratory  demonstrations  is  of  an  intro- 
ductory nature,  and  is  designed  to  introduce  the  student  to  the  basic  groups 
of  viruses,  the  special  methods  of  laboratory  investigation,  and  some  of  the  more 
important  virus  infections  of  man.
